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Ivir.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Rural  District  of  Disley  for  the  year  ended  DeoemHer  1938. 

Grhere  v;ore  33  live-Hirths,  a decrease  of  7 compared  with  1937* 

There  v^ere  2 still-hirths  and  1 infantile  death.  Notifications  of 
infectious  disease  were  much  fewer  than  in  the  preceding  year,  mainly 
because  of  a fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles.  There  were  t'wo  new 
cases  of  pulcjonory  tuberculosis  notified,  compared  with  three  in  1957. 

During  the  year,  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  scheme  was  extended 
to  include  all  persons  aged  6 months  to  23  years  and  expectant  m, others. 

There  has  been  a good  response  from  children  up  to  the  age  of  13  years, 
approximately  75'7o  of  whom  have  already  been  protected.  The  response 
from  those  over  this  age  was  much  less  satisfactory,  although  there  has 
been  some  imiprovement  within  recent  months.  I ami  gratefmj.l  to  the  general 
practitioners  working  in  the  araa  for  their  valuable  assistance,  particularly 
in  the  vaccination  of  persons  in  the  older  age  group. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  in  preparing 
this  report. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairn;an 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Gorm-iittee  for  their  great  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  departeent  and  for  their  valuable  assistance  so  readily  given  at 
all  times.

Services  provided  By  the  Regional  Hoo'pi~^al  Board 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  Ti/ithln  the  Rural  District,  and  patients  from 
this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighBouring  districts* 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to  hospitals 
outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases  other  than  small|)ox 
are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for  smallpox 
oases  are  provided  at  Ellswich  Leys  Smallpox  Hospital,  Lancashire,  and  at  the 
xiinsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

TuBerculosis  and  Tenereal  Diseases  Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  TuBerculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and 
Great  Egerton  Street,  Stockport,  respectively. 

SECTION  C 

GENERAL  SMITiiRY  CIRCIB^iS TANGES 

1.  Water.  The  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 
and  most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains.  A few  farms 

and  isolated  houses  situated  on  high  ground  are  supplied  By  natural  wells  and  springs 
a few  having  Bore-holes.  The  situation  of  these  premises  and  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  land  render  the  cost  of  laying  mains  prohibitive  and  an 
almost  impossible  task. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  chemically  treated,  filtered,  and 
chlorinated,  and  is  subject  to  frequent  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis 
ty  the  Stockport  Corporation,  and  has  j-A'-oved  satisfactory.  The  main  road  and 
lower  areas  of  the  district  are  supplied  from  Kinder  and  the  higher  part  from  the 
Goyt  Valley  supply. 

2.  Drainage  & Sewerage.  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  sewered  and  two 
sewage  disposal  works  are  owned  By  the  Council.  Most  houses  are  connected  to  the 
sewers  and  those  properties  which  are  not,  are  in  isolated  position. 

Samples  of  effluent  from  Both  disposal  works  taken  during  the  year  By  the 
Mersey  River  Board  Mere  found  to  Be  generally  satisfactory. 

A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Waterside  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was 
prepared  By  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  and  was  accepted  by  the  Council. 

The  works  proposed  consisted  of  the  erection  of  a river  Bank  rotainirg  wall, 
renewal  of  filter  media,  re-erection  of  a disused  percolating  filter  and  repairs 
to  two  other  filters,  provision  of  a new  distributor  and  provision  of  a water 
supply.  Work  on  the  scheme  was  commenced  in  April,  1 958,  and  was  still  in  progress 
at  the  end  of  the  year.

5.  Public  Cleansing  A direct  labour  refuse  service  is  operated  by  the 
Council  and  has  functioned  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  and  the  contents  of  pail 
closets  have  been  collected  each  fortnight.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly, 
for  v/hich  the  Council  make  an  appropriate  charge » 

Household  refuse  5.s  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's 
Tip  in  Greenshall  Lane.  After  discharge  the  refuse  is  raked  over  and  covered 
8y  a layer  of  overburden  sand  and  the  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with  sand. 

Rodent  Control  A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  5 5-days  in  each  alternate 
week.  The  Council's  sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year,  and 
the  infestations  vi/ere  again  found  to  be  slight.  The  sewage  works  and  refuse 
tip  were  occasionally  of  a ma.jor  character.
